Remarkable Marine Disaster 


in Vineyard Sound 


The Aransas 
Collided 
Witli 


Barge Glendower—One Woman 


„ Lost Her Life—Passengers Lost 


Their Baggage and Money-- 
Accident Occurred Off Pollock 
Rip Shoals Lightship 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mos*., May s. 


—With the nrrlvnl hero early today of 
the tug Patience, came news of one of 
the most remarkable marine dlsnsiiTB 
In the history of Vineyard Sound ship- 
ping. The Joy line steamer Araiwis. 
bound from Boston for New York, was 
struck by the barge Glendowcr from 
Philadelphia for Huston and sank loss 
than 15 mlnutcK Liter. AlthmiKh the 
37 passengers nnd most of the crow 
of Z9 on hoard the Aransas were mleop 
at the time of tho collision, only one 
life was lost. Mlsa Mamie Kclloy. :& 
years of ace. residence unknown, was 
missing whun Iho roll of passengers 
•wns called. 
The scene of the collision wan about 


n mile nnd n half southeast of Pollock 
Rip shoals lightship. 
'Although the accident happened, at 


1.30 o'clock yesterday morning nnd nl 
a point only 33 miles distant from this 
port, the survivors did not arrive here 
unlit shortly nfler midnight, the thick 
fog which prevailed necessitating slow 
navigation. 
Although no official report has yet 


been made, It 1« known thai Mm dis- 
aster was due to Ihe fog. 
The Aransas, Captain Bond In com- 


mand left Iloston nt r..05 o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon nnd was well acres* 
the bay before she ran Into the fog. 
The Bloanur rounded Cape Cod and 
proceeded slowly down the cape shoro. 
It was about midnight on Saturday 


when the steamer began to thread her 
ivay cautiously across 
the 
perilous 


Nantucket shoals. Sho kept close lo 
her course In spite of the fog which 
hid Ihe lights of Ihe. lightships behind 
n dense mantle of opaque mist. 


At 10.30 o'clock 
Sunday 
morning 


when about n. .mile nnd n half from 
the Pollock Ulp shonls lightship, the 
tug Patience with a tow of 
three 


Heading railroad barges loomed 
up 


through the mist. The tug cleared the 
Araneas but the Glendower struck the 
steamer amidships on 
the starboard 


side opposite the engines, tearing open 
a great hole through which the sea 
poured like a cataract. The Olondow- 
er apparently was uninjured by the 
collision. 


ENGINE ROOM FLOODED. 


The engine room nnd fire room of tho 


Arancas were 
quickly 
Hooded 
ami 


some of the firemen.barely escaped be- 
ing caught by the torrents of water 
that poured In through <he srcnt hole 
In Ihe steamer's fide. It wan seen nl 
once that the steamer was pinking and 
orders to lower ll'O boats wern Riven. 


Most of the passengers and crew

er' preserved excellent discipline among

boats, the Patience hove alongside the 
rapidly sinking Aransas and took off 
those who had not already taken to Iho 
boats.

ONLY ONE MISSING. 


Among the passengers were five wo- 


men and one child. 
All were saved 


with the exceptlonjif Miss Kelley. The

der leading to the life boats. Whether 
she became terrified, lost her balance 
and fell overboard, or whether she re-

crew was called, upon arriving at this 
port. Miss Kelley was the only one who 
failed to respond.

WATER-SUPPLY 


Hearing on Extension of the 


Water Service 


The hearing on the petition to permit 


tho city of Lowell to supply the Arling- 
ton mills In Tewksbury with wator WIK 
given before the commute on water 
supply at tho state house In Boston to- 
day. 


The reading of tho act Is somowhat 


misleading Inasmuch ns It appears to 
call for a general supply to nil tho In- 
habitants, but tho fnct of the mutter la 


. that the petition only asks for permis- 


sion to supply,the Arlington mills »t 
Atherton. 


Rep. Bradbury appeared for the peti- 


tion nnd Introduced It to the commit- 
tee. 
Amonsr tho others who spoke In 


favor of It 
were Mayor James B. 


Casey, Edward Cawley, August Pels of 
the water board. Chairman Blalsdell of 
tho selectmen of Tewksbury nnd Select- 
man Cntherwood nnd Frank H. I^add. 
Jerome P. Manning appeared as a 
remonstrant. 
The arguments pro and con will bo pre- 


sented. The legislature 1ft npked to grant 
tho permission to give the water to the 
Arlington mills. The city Is In no wny 
compelled to give the water 


The hearing was declared open at 


10.45. 
Representative Bradbury Intro- 


duced Mayor Casey who snoko for the 
petition In behalf of the common coun- 
cil. 
He explained the situation In de- 


tail. Ho said the Industry was a large 
one nnd being In such close proximity 
to Lowell he thought Lowell should ex- 
tend all courtesies possible. 
Photo- 


graphs of the plant were shown the 
committee members nnd It was ex- 
plained that the expense of the water 
extension would be paid by the com- 
pany or by Mr. Cawley. the owner of 
the property. 


Mr. Cawley was called unon by Rep- 


resentative 
Bradbury. 
Mr. 
Cawley 


said that when he leased the property 
to 
the 
Arlington mills 
he assured 


that company that It would bo provid- 
ed with water from Lowell. 
"We do not nsk the city to stand 


any expense at all." said Mr. Cawley, 
"we will pay the bill. 


"We want the water there not only 


In case of fire, but for snnltnry condi- 
tions. 
The company will 
employ a 


groat many operatives, especially wo- 
men, 
and we want the water at any 


cost. I hope thnt your honorable body 
will favor the petition." 


Lawrence J. Cunimlnss spoke in fa- 


vor of the 
petition. He toW of 
the 


course of the petition since Its Incep- 
tion and said there waa absolutely no 
foundation for the statement that Low- 
ell could not afford to supply any of 
the neighboring towns with water. 


"Wo have a capacity of about 15.000.- 


000 gallons," he said, "and wo use less 
than 6.000,000 gallons dally." 


Mr. Cummlngs said the Arlington 


mills were Justified In asking for water 
supply and he believed the committee 
would be justified in recommending the 
petition. Geographically speaking, he 
said, Atherton Is part of Lowell, and 
the prayer of the petitioners, he said, 
was a very reasonable one. 


Mr. August Pels appeared as a citi- 


zen, a taxpayer, not as a member of the 
water board and ho was In favor of the 
petition. He said It was safe to grant 
the request of tho petitioners. "Our 
water supply," 
he said, "Is quite 


capable of caring for the Arlington 
mills. We can pump more than 10.000.- 
000 gallons a day and we use 
about 


half. I hope that the petition 
will 


prosper." 


Mr.' Albert C. Blaisdell, chairman of 


the selectmen of the town of Tewks- 
bury, wag In favor of the petition. Ha 
said that the dividing line 
between 


Lowell and Tewksbury was so fine as 
to split houses. He hoped the petition 
would be granted. 
"It lifts a great 


load from Tewksbury 
to have tho 


Atherton plant occupied. It 
will be 


but the matter of a few.years when 
that portion of Tewksbury will be gath- 
ered In by Lowell." 


Mr. Frank J. Lndd said he was a tax- 


payer in Lowell and Tewksbury and he 
spoke in favor of the petition. "Tako 
a map of the district in question." he 
said, "and you will find that AtHerton 
Is two miles nearer the centre of tho 
city of Lowell than are other districts 
already supplied by water. I'hope you 
will pa?^ favorably upon the petition." 


The chairman of the committee asked 


questions relative to the limits of the 
bill to ascertain as to Its scope. 


Selectman Cathcrwood of Tcwksbnry 


spoke In favor of the petition. 


Rep. Westnll spoke In favor of the peti- 


tion, 'lie thought the supporters of the 
petition had made Us object clear and 
he' hoped the committee would favor it. 


Mr. -E. C. Gerrlsh favored the petition 


fn far ns It related to Atherton but there 
were certain limitations that he would ad- 
vocate.

Victims of Tornado in 


Marquette 


MAnQUETTE. Kansas. May 
?.— 


When daylight broke over the town It 
found the entire population In a state 
of panic. 
Business 
wns 
entirely 


suspended and every one who escaped 
Injury from the tornado last night 
turned his attention toward aiding the 
wounded. 


The tornado seems to havo formed 


three miles south of Marq,uette and did 
not spend Its force until It had passed 
many miles north of .the town. 
In 


Marquetto the residence portion west 
of tho main street suffered the prin- 
cipal damage. The houses In the course 
of the tornado were all with two or 
three exceptions completely wrecked. 
In this section there were a number 
of modern residences of which only one, 
the home of R. A. Thompson, wns left 
standing. The Swedish Lutheran and 
Methodist churches were among 
the 


first buildings struck and 
they, 
to- 


gether with the parsonage 
adjoining 


the Methodist church, were demolished. 


Yesterday afternoon was hot and op- 


pressive, ha to that evening a terrific 
rainstorm broko over the town. 
Tho 


rain continued to fall In torrents until 
midnight when 
the tornado 
struck. 


Within less than five minutes it had 
wrought Its terrible work and passed 
on. Telegraph and 
telephone 
wires 


were carried down and It was several 
hours before the outside world could be 
apprised of the plight of the city. 


U was not until S o'clock that phy- 


sicians and surgeons began arriving 
from surrounding towns. In the mean- 
time volunteers began to extricate the 
dead and Injured. The Swedish Luth- 
eran parsonage, and 
several 
private 


residences were turned Into temporary 
hospitals. 
The dead were taken to a 


store room near by. 


An Associated Press reporter made 


the rounds of the different places. In 
one room, in the Lutheran parsonage 
he found six Injured and In an adjoin- 
ing room were five bodies of persons 
who had died from Injuries after they 
had been brought In. In half a dozen 
other houses similar conditions were 
found. Dr. Lund, the Lutheran pastor, 
ministered to the comfort of tho suf- 
fering, while thirty or 
forty 
other 


person?," under his direction cared for 
the Injured at other1 points. 


When the missing In Maro.uetto had 


been thoroughly accounted 
for 
the 


searchers directed their attention to 
the surrounding country. Soon half a 
dozen wagon-loads of dead and in- 
jured had been brought to town from 
the district adjoining Marquette on 
the south. 


There were many narrow escapes 


from death. The tinfant daughter of 
Charles Sallon was lifted In her bed 
and carried to the middle of the street, 
receiving only a few scratches. Sallon 
and his wife were seriously Injured. 


The mattress upon which the baby 


daughter of the Rev. Mr. Smith laywas 
so doubled up as to cover the child 
and protect It from 
falling .timbers. 


In spite of the destruction 
of 
the 


Smith.home the entire family escaped 
uninjured. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ellvln were carried on 


their bed a distance of 500 feet and 
laid down without being seriously In- 
jured.

effect . practically at once. As I Hay. 
that represents In my mind part of 
what should be the general policy of 
this country. The policy of giving not 
to the state but to the national gov- 
ernment an Increased supervisory and 
regulatory power over corporations Is 
the Hrst step and to my mind the most 
Important step. 
In the days of 
the 


fathers ofxthe older among you 
the 


highways of commerce 
for 
civilized 


nations were what they had 
always 


been; that Is, waterways, and 
roads. 


Therefore, they were open to all who 
chose to travel upon 
them. Within 


the last two generations, we have seen 
systems grow up and now the typical 
highway of commerce Is the railroad. 
Compared to the railroad, the ordinary 
road for wheeled 
vehicles 
and 
the 


waterways whether natural or artifi- 
cial, have lost all 
their 
Importance. 


Here In Colorado, for Instance. It Is 
the railroads which are the only high- 
ways that you need take Into account 
In dealing with the question of com- 
merce In the state or outside of the 
state. Therefore, under this changed 
system, we see highways of commerce 
grow up each of which Is controlled by 
Tf single corporation 
or 
Individual; 


some lime several ot them being con- 
trolled In combination by corporations 
or by a few Individuals. 


"When such Is the ease In my judg- 


ment It Is absolutely necessary that 
the

for 
the

n supervisory and regulatory function 
over the

corporations 
which 


practically control the 
highways 
of 


commerce. 
"As with everything else mundane, 


when you get this 
supervisory 
and 


regulatory power on behalf of the na- 
tion yon will not have cured nil the 
evils that existed and you will not 
equal the expectations of the amiable 
but 111 regulated enthusiast who thinks 
that you will have cured 
nil 
those 


evils. A measure of good will come. 
Some good will be done, some Injus- 
tice will have been prevented, but we 
shall be a long way from the mlllen- 
lum. 
- "Get that fact clear In your mind, or 
you will be laying up for yourselves a 
store of Incalculable disappointments 
In the future.

Tho public markets In Boston, tho Fanoull Hnll and Qulncy ir.arkots, II- 
lustratc the truth of 'our statement. . There Is no stock laid In to do a wholo 
week as la the case with many of the small mnrkotn. As a general rule all 
tho supplies arc pretty w'ell cleared up every day. It any Is left, asmimlnet 
that It will suffer by -being kept over night, It Is offered at a reduced price ilur- 
Ing the afternoon so that only what ,1s strictly fresh Is placed on tho counters 
.'In the morning. Wcro this the case with Iho ordinary markets there would 
not be so much need of a public market. If tho city of Lowell over builds R 
publio h»ll the citizens should Insist that provision bo m«do on the first %oor
